Before the War, l . &C. Secured Op­ 
tions and Subsides Were Voted 
Along Route From Here 


Connersville newspapers 
are en­ 
gaging in the customary winter pas­ 
time of discussing the proposed ex­ 
tension of the Indianapolis and Uin- 
einiiati Truction line to Cincinnati, 
w«»rking t»n the assumption that the 
line will' be extended from Uonners- 
vilie.

a few days ago by a dispatch from

employer,

man is not ex- 


pected to do anything much beyond 
drawing his salary. 


"It is a very mistaken 
sense of 


kindness and patriotism, because it 
is a positive detriment and disad- 
vantage to the man who accepts. 'In 
a comparatively short lime business 
is going to swing back 
to normal 


conditions and there will be 
the 


age-old competition of men for jobs 
.with possibly not enough jobs to go 
around. There will be competitions 
in various lines of 
business 
and 


manufacture. 
In 
this' competition 


-useless expenses are bound to be 
lopped off and 
when 
this comes 


about the disabled man who can do 
no one thing well, who has no skill- 
ed trade knowledge, is inevitably go- 
ing to suffer, lie will probably be 
the first to go, notwithstanding the 
fact that 
he 
was injured in his 


country's cause. It may sound -hard 
mid thankless to say this, but it is 
a fact.
